Partnership Proposed 
with Brooklyn College

On Tuesday, April 16, a con¬ 
ference was held at Bushwick 
to discuss the possibilities of a 
partnership between Bushwick 
High School and the Brooklyn 
College Education Department 
which, if definite, will last a 
period of five years. Present at 
the conference were representa¬ 
tives of Brooklyn College, our 
principal, Dr. Leonard Gelber, 
and the teachers of Bushwick. 

As in all partnerships, mutual 
benefits should be reaped. Those 
students from Brooklyn College 
who are in the Education Pro¬ 
gram will be made more aware 
and better equipped to handle 
a class room situation as a re¬ 
sult of their learning experi¬ 
ences here at Bushwick, and 
both the college and high school 
students should find in their 
association ideas for career 
choices. A tutorial program is 
also planned, those Brooklyn 
College students providing the 
services for our Bushwick stu¬ 
dents either here or at the 
Brooklyn campus.

More than 23,000 deaths per 
year result from drunken driv¬ 
ing. Twenty-five percent of these 
automobile accidents involve 
young drivers and heavy social 
drinkers. 

Now, a new alcohol testing 
device has been developed. This 
roadside tester will cost up to 
forty dollars per unit. It con¬ 
tains a cell which conveys the 
alcohol content of a person’s 
breath into an electrical charge 
that shows up on an indicator 
as a green, yellow or red light. 
The yellow light cautions against 
driving, and red signifies legal 
intoxication. When a police offi¬ 
cer administers the roadside test.

if it proves positive with a red 
light, he takes the person to 
headquarters. The roadside de¬ 
vice is a small analyzer about 
the size of a transistor radio. 

The authorities have found 
this new legal indicator an aid 
to the community in cutting 
down the number of alcohol- 
related traffic deaths. Also, it 
will protect a sick person from 
being mistaken for a drunk 
driver and prevent insulting and 
embarrassing arrests of persons 
who are not legally intoxicated. 

Once drivers know that they 
can be stopped at any time and 
given an accurate breath test at 
the roadside, these devices may 
show incredibly effective results 
with drunken driving.

Once again through the combined efforts of Miss S. Gottfried, 
literary advisor, and Miss L. Carrillo, art advisor, Bushwick’s 
literary magazine, The Harvest, has gone to press. This year 
marks the third time that the magazine has been published here 
at Bushwick.

It is 
the responsibility of the three editors and the Advanced Creative 
Writing Class to lay out, edit, proofread and organize the literature 
and art material into a cohesive magazine. The editors are also 
responsible for the revisions of the literary pieces. 

The publishing of The Harvest has provided many different 
and new experiences for all those involved. “Writing is a reflection 
of one’s inner-self, and so in both writing and observing the works 
of others, we come one step closer to knowing ourselves. Being 
an editor of The Harvest has given me a unique opportunity to 
both write and observe,” said Jean Michel. 

While most of the literature is the product of the Creative 
Writing classes, the art work for the magazine will be done by 
Bushwick’s Graphics 1-46 class under the supervision of Miss 
Carrillo. Each student in the Graphics class selects a literary 
piece which he wishes to illustrate. His work for the magazine 
comprises each student’s classwork. All the art work for the maga¬ 
zine is done in India ink. There will also be some photographs 
this year. 

Some of the pieces which have been submitted for The Harvest 
have won national recognition, and the first Harvest published 
here at Bushwick won second place in the Columbia Scholastic 
Press contest. We are awaiting results of the same contest for 
this year.

Again Bushwick students are blessed with two more re- 
structions on their liberties. One is the use of pictured identi¬ 
fication cards, and the other is the new pass system. Both 
have served to further dampen the spirit of Bushwick students. 

The new pass and identification systems were established 
in order that we, the students of Bushwick, enjoy the benefits 
of greater security. Yet, it is these constant safety measures 
which have kept us from growing. The thought that every 
move and sound we make is on file somewhere may not neces¬ 
sarily deter the chronic and dauntless discipline problem who 
would find the new measures a challenge. Yet, others, who 
perhaps must merely return a book to the library, feel re¬ 
strained and constrained. 

How can the process of education take place when we are 
constantly stalked after in the hallways by security guards, 
when we have to be filling out information in a pass book in 
order to leave the room even if it is to get a drink of water 
or searching for an I.D. card in a school bag jammed with 
books, papers, pens and other equipment necessary for school. 

A 1984 atmosphere is no remedy. Both teachers and 
students are feeling the strain. Something should be done to 
alleviate this sense of confinement.

College Bound students at Bushwick now have to take 
two English courses and two math courses as a result of the 
restructuring of the College Bound Program. The purpose of 
the concentration in these two areas is to achieve a stronger 
English and math background necessary for college applica¬ 
tion and studies.

While, “I must 
leave early,” may sound like a typical student cry, some of us 
really are confined or limited by these extra periods per day. 
Also some C.B. students may recognize a need for that extra 
math class but are having no problem achieving in English 
and vice versa. 

Students should be offered some sort of option regarding 
these skills classes. Grades would be a good basis for judg¬ 
ment in assigning these skills classes. Thereby, a student would 
concentrate only in that area which necessarily requires greater 
attention.

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Drink and the Social Teenager

“A party! Exciting! Surely, there will be liquor, so we can 
get high.” But, what is alcohol? Why and how does it intoxi¬ 
cate? Usually, all teenagers do know is that it makes you feel 
nice. 


Alcohol beverages include beer, wine, and what is called “hard 
liquor.” After an alcoholic beverage is ingested, it is rapidly 
absorbed in the gastro-intestinal track because it does not undergo 
any digestive process; thus, alcohol rises to high levels in the blood 
stream in a relatively short time. However, the presence of food 
in the gut does slow down the rate of alcohol absorption, and it is 
well known that alcohol exerts a greater effect when consumed on 
an empty stomach. 

That “high” which results from the absorption of alcohol into 
the system is most often a pleasant and happy sensation. Though 
over-indulging may result in nausea and dizziness, or that miserable 
feeling of being “hung” the next morning, these physical discom¬ 
forts do not deter people from lifting the glass. 

The social situation also is an important factor in alcohol 
consumption and intoxication. Surrounded by a crowd of drinkers, 
we, ourselves, tend to consume more and become more relaxed. 
The presence of people we like, the social scene, can definitely 
stimulate the effect of liquor on us. Certainly, we become happier 
and giddier drinking with a crowd of friends than the person 
drinking alone. 

The “high” as well as the social atmosphere stimulates alcohol 
consumption. However, we should all be more aware of the un¬ 
pleasant effects of alcohol on our system. Apart from the physical 
discomforts of headaches, dizziness or nausea which may result, 
liquor considerably slows down reflexes and impairs judgment. 

Definitely to be watched for in ourselves or friends are those 
signs of a dependence on drinking and its “high,” such as, drinking 
alone, all too eagerly looking forward to that drink, drinking to 
be ready for that party. Beware of this dependence and need for 
alcoholic stimulation.

Bushwick Meets Adelphi

The day was windy but sunny, a nice day for a trip. The 
College Bound group packed into two buses which transported us 
to Adelphi University. Adelphi is a four year private liberal arts 
college with a total population of five thousand students, fft’s 
located in Garden City, Long Island, not quite an hour away from 
our Bushwick door. 

As a result of some minor trouble (we got lost), we arrived 
a little behind schedule. 

At Adelphi our guide, who was one of the university students, 
spoke to us about the courses offered and tuition. Financial aid 
is offered at this university but only in the form of scholarships, 
grants, loans, or jobs; the New York City Seek Program is not 
available to Adelphi students. 

We found Adelphi small compared to some other universities, 
and most of the students commute via the Long Island railroad 
instead of living on the campus. 

At the mention of tuition a murmur went through the room; 
the sum runs as high as $1,185 per semester for 12-17 under-* 
graduate credits. All university fees total $140 per semester and 
cover student activities, which include all athletic events, the 
University center fee, accident insurance, the Oracle (yearbook), 
and the Adelphian, Adelphi’s weekly campus newspaper. 

After the talk, lunch was served in the school cafeteria. 
Apparently, they were not too well prepared to accommodate 
us as a group. However, we managed, and the choice of dishes 
was wide and tasty. For health nuts there was plenty of fresh 
fruits. 

After a delicious but hasty lunch, we regrouped to tour the 
different facilities on campus. The dormitory appeared small but 
comfortable, socially peaceful and pleasant. 

The class rooms were not too large but efficient and com¬ 
fortable. This warm atmosphere was the strongest impression 
Bushwick brought home from Adelphi. Piling on the buses for 
our return trip, we left with a feeling of having really enjoyed 
ourselves.

Joe and his fellow STEP 
members are glad to acknowl¬ 
edge the help of Mr. Aronof¬ 
sky, the program’s director, “a 
beautiful and understanding 
man.”

Summer job hunting season is 
now underway, and many are 
out to find something to suit 
their taste. But, Andres Velez, 
a Bushwick sophomore, already 
knows how he will be spending 
his summer vacation. 

As he has in the past, Andres 
will spend this summer work¬ 
ing as a deck hand or mate on 
the fishing boats at Sheeps- 
head Bay’s fishing dock. His 
day has an early start. Andres 
rises even before the sun at 
three o’clock in the A.M., for 
he must be at the dock by 
four each morning for a briefing 
on weather and sea conditions. 

Andres works as an aide to 
the fishermen, helping with the 
fishing equipment and gaffing 
(hooking or netting the fish 
over the side).
